The 1913-1915 Year Book 
is useful alone for the names and addresses of the members, and the reports 
of meetings held during the period, which include an illustrated “compre¬ 
hensive paper on the unusual denominations of paper money” by Geo.

Blake; Tom Elder’s “Plea for American Token Collecting”; and Dr. D. W. 
Valentine’s “United States Fractional Paper Money: Civil War Period.” An 
updated roster is included in the 1916 volume, along with several illustrated 
reports, highlighted perhaps by a descriptive list of thirteen rare and remark¬ 
able “Medals and Tokens of Andrew Jackson” from the collection of David 
Proskey. An updated roster is featured in 1917, along with several illustrated 
reports, including David Proskey’s descriptive listing of 1876 presidential 
campaign tokens of Hayes and Tilden, and F. C. C. Boyd’s rare New York 
transportation tokens. The concluding 1918-1922 volume features a mem¬ 
bership list, updated to January 1922, along with biographies of “The Past 
and Present Presidents” (F. C. Higgins; A. G. Heaton; Elliot Smith; F. C. C. 
Boyd 8c D. W. Valentine), and several illustrated reports, including Thomas 
Elder’s “Well” and “Old Oaken Bucket” types of temperance medals.

Also in¬ 
cluded is an interesting 1998 letter from Joel Orosz concerning the book and 
Colburn’s handwritten 1858 letter. Hickcox’s Historical Account is the first 
substantial work ever written on American coins. Only 200 copies were is¬ 
sued. The author writes in the preface: “The design of this work is to give an 
account of the legally authorized coinage of the United States of America 
during the periods of their colonial history and their existence as a united 
republic. Nothing as comprehensive has heretofore been attempted, nor is 
there any separate publication on either our colonial or early federal coin¬ 
age. The materials have been collected by consulting early periodicals, con¬ 
gressional and legislative documents and other works, and through an ex¬ 
tensive correspondence with gentlemen in other states. In the concluding 
chapter is given a catalogue of pieces which have been neither legally issued, 
nor can they, with one or two exceptions, be considered as tradesmen’s to¬ 
kens, but were the inventions of individuals, sometimes proposed as speci¬ 
mens or patterns of coinage for the newly formed republic...The modern 
coinage of the United States having been quite fully exhibited in the valuable 
treatise by Messrs. Eckfeldt and Du Bois, it has been deemed expedient not 
to repeat the engravings contained in that work.” Unfortunately for Hickcox, 
his pioneering work was almost immediately overshadowed by Montroville 
Wilson Dickeson’s American Numismatical Manual. First issued in 1859 by a 
major publisher, it went through three editions in six years. Dickeson’s work 
was the first attempt to cover the entire range of American numismatics, a 
goal which he largely if imperfectly accomplished. Though smaller in size 
and scope, Hickcox’s work is richer in historical detail and more elegant in 
style. It will always be a landmark in American numismatic literature and 
few of the copies extant could possess a more desirable pedigree than that of 
the example offered here.

Hickcox admitted his 
guilt. In March 1882 he was summarily relieved of his honorary membership in 
the American Numismatic Society.”

“The above with other notes and memoranda throughout the volume have 
been transcribed from the copy of the work presented by Mr Evelyn to Sir 
Hans Sloane, now in the Lib y of the British Museum.” The letter to Sloane 
agonizes over the many errors found in Numismata, observing in part that: 
“finding it too late to recall what had been dispersed, you will easily guess 
how sensibly I was afflicted, not only to see how the printer had abused me 
(by leaving out many of the most material corrections) but how ill I was 
dealt with by those who in my absence.. .undertook to supervise and repair 
my failings. I do not by this go about to extenuate my mistakes and follys 
(which are innumerable) but to deplore my rashness and presumption in 
not consulting Mr. Charleton and other learned friends...” The other letter 
(citing at the base: Sloane. 3962. fol. 264 ), discusses “a Medal struck by Francis 
the 2 d of France, and Mary Queen of Scots; whereon are quarter’d the armes 
of England with those of France and Scotland, arrogating their title to the 
crowne of England... I know of none more likely than your selfe to have it in 
your noble and ample collection, to which I have recourse, and am so greatly 
oblig’d for your generous imparting to me the assistance I daily receive...” 
The “notes and memoranda” previously mentioned appear to comprise the 
ink annotations found in the text of the copy at hand.

The eighth 
edition appears to have been distributed shortly after Mehl’s return from New 
York City in 1912, where his proposed partnership with Wayte Raymond had failed 
to reach fruition. Perhaps Mehl took a few early copies of the eighth edition of the 
Encyclopedia with him, or, having met Wayte Raymond’s binder, sent them to be 
bound after his return. The patterned endsheets present in this copy are virtually 
identical to those favored by Raymond at the time (also as found in some 
hardbound copies of Adams & Woodin’s 1913 work on patterns and the deluxe 
edition of the 1913 Adams work on California gold). The endsheets, decorative 
lettering, and the very outlay of a fair amount of cash to bind a book seemingly 
not otherwise worth it, argue for official status, either for presentation purposes 
or as a personal memento. Having not seen another identical example, it is impos¬ 
sible for the cataloguer to be certain, but circumstances point in that direction. 
Should this turn out to be an Mehl-sanctioned binding, the estimate is surely too 
low; if not, the eighth edition appears to be quite scarce, and it should be worth a 
fair amount of the estimate based on that factor alone.

One would assume that 
these are the first and second issues respectively, and, as far as the text is 
concerned, this is doubtless the case. The opposite is true, however, of plated 
copies. In the review of the plated edition found in the January 1884 issue of 
the American Journal of Numismatics, twenty-four pages of text is specifi¬ 
cally mentioned. The emission sequence appears to be: 1) first printing of 
the text only, 23 pages, issued in 1883 in printed wrappers; 2) second print¬ 
ing of the text, 24 pages, issued in 1883 hardbound, accompanied by 2 plates; 
3) first printing of the text, combined at the turn of the century or slightly 
later with new impressions of the two plates and 2 typescript leaves of addi¬ 
tions. The first typescript sheet present here consists of a listing of prices 
realized for the plate coins, and the second sheet features a description of a 
new 1795 half dime variety discovered in 1900 by Charles Steigerwalt. Though 
its origins are shrouded in mystery, the plated early twentieth century issue 
offered here is indeed a great rarity, appearing on the market far less often 
than the 24 page 1883 issue, of which it is known that only 40 copies were 
issued with plates.

The series of accusations of impropriety revolved around Spen¬ 
cer M. Clark, Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau, and included “gross 
immoralities and fraudulent operations in the Treasury Department. It was more 
than intimated, by those who ought to have known, that among the hundreds of 
females employed there, some were not virtuous, while in the regular operations 
of the establishment fraud had a place.” Specific charges included “complicity with 
Bank Note Companies,” and “gross immorality” concerning “S. M. Clark, in con¬ 
nection with certain female employees of his department.” Though these and other 
allegations created a sensation at the time, Baker’s methods and motives as chief 
of the United States Secret Service were subsequently largely discredited. Accord¬ 
ing to the Dictionary of American Biography, his “habitual carelessness in mixing 
truth and fiction was not overcome in his History of the United States Secret Ser¬ 
vice.” Due no doubt to its sensational nature, the work saw wide distribution at the 
time and even today is encountered with some regularity. It is especially sought 
after by those interested in Lincolniana since Baker was instrumental in the plan¬ 
ning and direction of the expedition that captured John Wilkes Booth and these 
events are covered in the book in some detail. Due to considerable demand and a 
fragile binding, however, most of the copies encountered today are either falling 
apart or have been rebound.
